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NOTE 


Section  119  of  The  Loan  and  Trust  Corporations  Act  (R.S.O.  1927,  Chapter  223)  provides 

follows: — 

119. — (1)  No  corporation  shall,  under  the  penalty  of  becoming  disentitled  to  registry 
or  of  having  its  registry  suspended  or  cancelled,  make,  print,  publish,  circulate,  authorize, 
or  be  a  party  or  privy  to  the  making,  printing,  publishing,  or  circulating  of  any  statement 
or  representation  that  its  solvency  or  financial  standing  is  vouched  for  by  the  Registrar  or 
that  the  publication  of  its  statement  in  his  report  is  a  warranty  or  representation  of  the 
solvency  of  the  corporation,  or  of  the  truth  or  accuracy  of  such  statement  in  any  particular.

Sir, — 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  an  abstract  of  the  Thirty-fourth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Registrar  of  Loan  Corporations  of  Ontario  upon  the  affairs 
of  all  registered  loan  corporations,  loaning  land  corporations  and  trust  companies 
doing  business  in  Ontario  for  the  year  1931  (business  of  1930). 

This  report  shows  in  tabulated  summaries  the  financial  condition  of  these 
corporations  as  taken  from  their  annual  statements  filed  with  the  Department 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  February,  1931,  in  respect  to  their  business  for  the 
preceding  calendar  year,  subject  in  some  cases  to  certain  adjustments  and 
corrections  necessary  to  secure  uniformity  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.  It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood,  however,  that  subsequent  to  the 
annual  inspection  now  proceeding  the  statements  herein  contained  are  subject 
to  such  further  changes  or  modifications,  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Registrar, 
be  necessary  to  show  the  true  and  correct  financial  condition  of  each  corporation. 
The  Department  does  not  assume  responsibility  for  the  correctness  of  the  figures 
submitted  or  for  the  valuation  of  the  securities  which  compose  the  assets  of  the 
corporations. 

The  report  is  arranged  alphabetically  according  to  the  class  of  corporation 
defined  by  the  Act,  namely,  loan  corporations,  including  loaning  land  corporations 
and  trust  companies. 


I  have  the  following  registry  changes  to  report: 

By  Order-in-Council  dated  12th  March,  1930,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  approved  By-law  No.  37  of  the  Ontario  Loan  and  Debenture  Company, 
being  a  by-law  to  convert  20,000  shares  each  20  per  cent.  ($10)  paid,  into  4,000 
fully  paid  shares. 

An  agreement  for  the  sale  of  the  assets  of  the  People's  Loan  and  Savings 
Corporation,  London,  Ontario,  to  the  Huron  and  Erie  Mortgage  Corporation, 
London,  Ontario,  bearing  date  November  18th,  1930,  and  duly  ratified  by  the 
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shareholders  ol  t ho  respective  corporations  December  29th  and  December  30th, 
1930,  was  formally  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the 
17th  da)  ol  January  to  become  effective  as  from  January  2nd,  1931. 

A  by-law  ol  the  Toronto  General  Trusts  Corporation  increasing  the 
authorized  capital  from  83.000,000  to  $5,000,000  was  approved  by  Order-in- 
Council  dated  February  17th,  1931: 

The  Ontario  Mortgage  Company,  with  head  office  in  Toronto,  ceased 
registry  as  a  loan  corporation  and  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  as  at  October 
2nd,  1930.  The  company  ceased  operating  August  31st,  1930,  and  its  assets 
were  subsequently  sold. 

REVIEW  OF  1930  BUSINESS 

Total  assets  of  loan  corporations  reported  show  an  increase  of  thirteen 
million  dollars  in  1930  over  1929,  while  trust  company  assets  not  including 
estates  and  agency  funds,  increased  twenty-eight  millions,  the  latter  figure, 
however,  being  affected  by  the  registry  of  the  Northern  Trust  Company  which 
brought  in  assets  of  four  million  dollars. 

Reference  to  my  reports  of  previous  years  reveals  an  almost  unbroken 
record  of  increases  in  the  assets  of  these  corporations,  the  past  three  years  showing 
an  increase  of  fifty-eight  million  dollars  in  the  combined  funds.  On  January  1st, 
1928,  fifty-five  corporations  (thirty-one  loan  and  twenty-four  trust)  showed  total 
assets  of  8387,000,000  while  on  December  31st,  1930,  fifty  corporations  (twenty- 
two  loan  and  twenty-eight  trust)  showed  $445,000,000  of  assets.  More  than 
S42,000,000  of  this  increase  represents  an  increase  in  clients'  funds  for  investment, 
the  balance  being  made  up  of  an  increase  of  $10,000,000  in  money  borrowed  from 
banks,  S8, 000, 000  from  capital  and  reserves  and  the  balance  by  several  smaller 
increases  in  other  accounts.  Of  the  increase  of  $8,000,000  in  the  book  value  of 
Shareholders  Worth — i.e.,  Capital,  Reserve  and  Surplus,  during  the  period — 
capital  accounted  for  slightly  over  half  and  accumulated  profits  for  the  balance. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  trust 
companies  registered  and  a  decrease  in  loan  corporations.  This  is  significant  of 
the  marked  trend  toward  trust  companies  which  institutions  have  comparable 
powers  to  all  those  of  loan  corporations  and  in  addition,  other  very  valuable 
powers  exclusively  peculiar  to  themselves.  While  the  decrease  in  loan  corpora- 
tions is  partially  due  to  amalgamations,  there  have  been  a  number  voluntarily 
cease  business,  and  wind  up  their  affairs,  and  several  others  have  obtained 
special  legislation  reincorporating  them  into  trust  companies. 

Almost  all  of  the  larger  loan  corporations  remaining  to-day  have  control 
of  or  are  closely  associated  with  a  trust  company,  and  even  with  these  there  is 
a  growing  opinion  in  favour  of  reorganizing  the  combined  institutions  into  a 
single  large  trust  company. 

In  the  whole  history  of  loan  and  trust  company  supervision  in  Ontario  there 
is  no  record  of  an  Ontario  incorporated  company  having  failed  with  a  loss  to  the 
public  or  its  creditors.  The  recognized  conservative  business  policy  of  such 
institutions  has  enabled  them  to  withstand  many  depressions  and  setbacks  and 
has  gained  for  them  a  most  enviable  reputation. 

It  should  not  be  assumed,  however,  that  loan  and  trust  corporations  have 
not  suffered  from  the  present  depression.    Not  only  have  they  experienced  a 
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serious  contraction  in  the  value  of  their  investments  however  well  diversified, 
but  income  from  fees  for  agencies  and  managements  has  been  materially  reduced. 
In  spite  of  the  continued  depression,  however,  there  has  been  little  or  no  deprecia- 
tion recorded  in  the  stocks  of  such  companies  and  they  have  continued  to  carry 
on  with  practically  no  reduction  in  dividends  to  their  shareholders.  Nevertheless 
should  the  depression  continue,  I  have  no  doubt  that  several  of  the  more  conserva- 
tive institutions  will  consider  it  advisable  to  reduce  their  distributions  to  share- 
holders rather  than  weaken  their  structure  by  cutting  too  deeply  into  reserves. 

The  lending  of  money  upon  mortgages  of  real  estate  has  always  been  one 
of  the  chief  or  should  I  say  the  chief  class  of  investment  for  loan  and  trust  cor- 
porations. While  a  very  few  corporations  have  invested  the  bulk  of  their  funds 
in  collateral  loans  the  great  majority  have  availed  themselves  of  the  special 
privilege  of  loaning  on  mortgages  which,  among  corporations,  is  confined  almost 
exclusively  to  loan,  trust  and  insurance  companies. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1930,  mortgage  investments  of  all  corporations 
totalled  more  than  $275,000,000  or  more  than  60  per  cent,  of  their  total  funds. 
Of  this  total,  $179,000,000  is  invested  in  eastern  provinces  while  $96,000,000 
is  invested  in  the  west.  While  mortgage  investments  in  both  the  east  and  the 
west  have  increased  steadily  with  the  increase  in  funds  available  there  has  been 
a  growing  tendency  toward  greater  increases  in  the  east.  The  majority  of  the 
corporations  registered  are  also  confining  their  new  loans  to  cities  and  selected 
districts  where  experience  has  been  good  and  prospects  appear  favourable. 

As  an  evidence  of  their  faith  in  their  institutions  and  the  communities  in 
which  they  have  established  their  offices  the  increase  in  their  investments  in 
office  premises  is  worthy  of  note.  Of  the  fifty-five  corporations  registered  in 
1927,  thirty-two  had  invested  $6,890,000,  while  in  1930,  three  years  later,  there 
were  thirty- two  of  fifty  registered  corporations  with  investments  in  this  asset 
of  $13,130,000. 

While  the  investing  of  money  in  real  estate  for  resale  is  not  permitted  to 
corporations,  other  than  loaning  land  corporations,  it  frequently  becomes  neces- 
sary for  them  to  take  possession  of  property  for  the  protection  of  their  mortgage 
investments.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  to  note  an  increase  in  the  funds 
tied  up  in  such  real  estate  during  the  past  year  of  slightly  under  a  million  dollars. 
The  whole  of  this  increase  is  confined  to  trust  companies,  their  real  estate  holdings 
rising  to  a  book  value  of  $2,160,000  from  the  1929  figure  of  $1,163,000.  Such 
real  estate  held  by  loan  corporations  during  the  past  year  remained  at  the  book 
value  of  $687,000. 

Collateral  loans  of  all  companies  increased  during  1930  from  $42,000,000  to 
$60,000,000.  At  the  end  of  1930,  twenty  of  the  twenty-two  registered  loan 
corporations  had  outstanding  $6,650,000,  an  increase  of  $2,180,000,  while  twenty- 
three  of  the  twenty-eight  trust  companies  had  loans  of  $53,650,000  against 
S38, 150,000  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  Of  the  1930  total  outstanding  a 
single  trust  company  was  responsible  for  $37,650,000,  the  major  portion  of 
which,  $35,500,000,  being  guaranteed  funds.  This  company  has  continuously 
confined  its  investment  of  guaranteed  funds  to  collateral  loans  and  was  alone 
responsible  for  $10,000,000  of  the  above  mentioned  increase. 

Bond  holdings  account  for  nearly  $2,000,000  of  the  increase  in  assets  of  all 
corporations,  loan  corporations  holdings  increasing  by  two  and  a  half  millions 
and  those  of  trust  companies  decreasing  by  slightly  less  than  a  million.  Trust 
companies'  holdings  in  company  funds  increased  by  nearly  $3,000,000  but  those 
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in  guaranteed  funds  decreased  by  an  amount  just  below  four  millions.  This 
last  mentioned  decrease,  however,  is  more  than  accounted  for  by  an  increase 
in  guaranteed  funds  cash  of  four  millions. 

During  the  year  1930  there  was  a  marked  reduction  in  the  amounts  held 
in  Government  bonds  by  trust  companies  while  holdings  in  other  classes  all 
showed  increases. 

Storks  owned  increased  in  both  loan  and  trust  corporations  and  both  com- 
pany and  guaranteed  funds  of  the  latter.   The  total  increase  was  one  and  a  half 

million  dollars. 

Cash  also  shows  increases  for  all  classes,  the  total  increase  being  six  million 
dollars  of  which  more  than  four  millions  is  in  trust  companies'  guaranteed  funds. 

As  evidence  of  the  continued  and  ever-growing  faith  in  these  corporations 
by  the  public,  the  amount  held  on  deposit  with  them  and  invested  in  their  deben- 
tures and  guaranteed  investment  certificates  has  again  increased.  Deposits 
with  loan  corporations  (sixteen  of  them)  increased  by  two  million  dollars  to 
S38, 700.000,  while  those  with  trust  companies  show  an  increase  of  more  than 
eleven  millions,  from  $31,390,000  to  $42,630,000.  Loan  corporations  report 
debentures  outstanding  of  $109,000,000,  an  increase  in  excess  of  nine  million, 
and  guaranteed  investment  certificates  of  trust  companies  showed  an  increase 
of  eleven  million  to  $104,500,000. 

Investment  reserves  disclosed  among  liabilities  in  companies  statements  at 
S3, 360, 000  while  showing  an  increase  of  more  than  100  per  cent,  over  the  previous 
year  cannot  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  reserves  held.  Reserves  against 
probable  or  possible  loss  of  assets  are  usually  deducted  from  such  assets  in  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements  and  if  summarized  separately  would  amount 
to  several  million  dollars.  In  addition  to  such  items  there  are  still  further 
reserves  held  by  way  of  understated  accruals  of  profits  while  some  trust  com- 
panies have  further  additional  amounts  set  aside  in  special  funds.  The  item 
of  "Other  Liabilities"  shown  in  summaries  as  more  than  $18,000,000  also  includes 
substantial  amounts  held  as  reserves  and  deferred  profits. 

In  my  1928  report  I  drew  particular  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  1927 
estates  and  trust  and  agency  funds  of  trust  companies  had  passed  the  billion 
mark.  Year  by  year  for  more  than  twenty  years  trust  companies  had  been 
gradually  building  up  a  reputation  for  efficiency  and  fair  dealing  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  estates  and  trusts,  but  it  was  not  until  three  years  ago  that  the  total 
of  such  funds  under  their  care  reached  a  billion  dollars.  To-day  in  the  midst  of 
world-wide  depression  these  companies  carry  on  the  administration  of 
SI, 867, 000, 000  of  estates  and  trusts  funds,  a  growth  of  more  than  800  millions 
in  the  last  three  years.  The  services  for  which  a  trust  company  can  be  used  are 
so  numerous  and  the  convenience  to  clients  so  well  recognized  that  I  have  no 
doubt  that  such  funds  will  show  continuously  larger  increases  year  by  year  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Income  of  loan  corporations  shows  a  decrease  of  a  million  dollars  gross  while 
trust  companies  show  a  gross  increase  of  half  that  amount.  Net  income  likewise 
was  lower  for  loan  corporations  and  greater  for  trust  companies.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  revenues  for  the  past  three  years  is  shown  on  pages  42  and  43. 

Dividends  paid  have  continuously  increased  since  1927  due  chiefly  to 
increased  capital  although  the  average  rate  shows  a  slight  increase  during  the 


past  two  years  (see  p.  44).  Dividend  distributions  in  1930  amounted  to  nearly 
seven  million  dollars,  $4,475,000  by  nineteen  loan  corporations  and  $2,500,000 
by  twenty-three  trust  companies. 


NEW  LEGISLATION 


The  Loan  and  Trust  Corporations  Act  was  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  'Verify"  in  the  fourth  line  of  subsection  1  of  section  148  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "inspect  and  examine."    See  1931  Statutes,  c.  23,  s.  18.
